Latest figures from Glasgow City 
Council showed that in Scotland 
more than 80 per cent of asylum 
seekers had been given the right 
to remain as refugees. 
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HIEFS at the BBC have 

slapped a ban on a British 
National Party representative 
appearing on an episode of 
Question Time to be recorded 
in Burnley. 
One-in-three people in Burnley voted 
for the BNP in May 2002, electing 
three councillors to Burnley Council, 
and it was confidently predicted by 
political pundits that the party would 
make its long-awaited debut on the 
programme as one of the panel of 
four. 
But BBC bosses have warned 
Question Time producers that 
_ “under no circumstances must the 

BNP be included” and that the 

audience for the show on April 
3rd must be carefully vetted so 
that there is little evidence of BNP 
support in the run-up to council 
elections on May Ist. 
It was back in April that the BBC 
pulled a similar stunt when Anne 
Sloman, the corporation’s chief 
political adviser, told BBC news 
executives to tell their staff to 
stop putting BNP candidates on 
news programmes. 
Radio 4’s Today programme was 
criticised for conducting an 
interview with the BNP chairman, 
Nick Griffin, and editor, Rod 
Liddle, probably lost his job 
because he refused to pull the 
plug on the interview. 
Radio 5 Live’s senior presenter, 
Nicky Campbell, and his producer 
were in hot water after they 
featured Tony Lecomber, the 
BNP’s group development officer, 
live on an extended phone-in 
programme. The station’s 
executives had claimed that the 
story of the BNP’s rise in support 
was legitimate and had to be 
examined, but this was rejected 


by the Corporation who told them 
that it mustn’t happen again. 
Even a delegation of senior 
journalists who wished to include 
the BNP in their programmes 
to challenge the party’s policies, 
were refused permission and told 
that the total blackout must 
stand. 
Nick Griffin told Freedom that he 
was disappointed with the BBC’s 
stance over the Burnley Question 
Time programme but hoped that 
the situation would change after 


the May elections. 

“We are getting much wider 
publicity from very many 
different sources. The media in 
general have accepted that the 
BNP have a significant amount of 
support in the country and that 
there should be some represen- 
tation for this support. 

“The BBC are rather coy about 
acknowledging this increase in 
support at the moment but things 
could be very different if our 
candidates poll well in May.”

EW LABOUR and the 

British National Party are 
engaged in a titanic struggle to 
win the hearts and minds of 
voters in North-East England.

Key election issues for him will be 
concerns over crime and policing. 
Ian Clegg, from Meir Hay, Longton, 
is standing in Weston and Meir.

party politics. He said: 

“Longton is an area dying on 
its feet. Unemployment is going 
to rise in Stoke-on-Trent and we 
can’t afford to take anybody else 
in, we need to stop immigration.”

He believes 
people have unfairly labelled the 
BNP a racist party and says it now 
commands support from a wide 
variety of people.

the need in recent times to cast a 
vote for the BNP, and he pledged 
the CRE would reach out to white 
communities who felt threatened by 
the arrival of migrants.

launched this witch-hunt against 
the Wigton RL chairman. 

Paul is critical of this outside 
interference from a political 
body in Cumbrian sport. 

“The use of steroids is against 
the law. As things are at present, 
standing for the BNP isn’t quite 
a criminal offence, although no 
doubt Labour would like to make 
it one,” Paul told Freedom. 
“This is about party politics 
and it clearly illustrates how 
far Labour will go with their 
bully-boy tactics to silence the 
voice of the BNP. 

“We all know that racism has 
no part to play in sport. We 
don’t need highly-paid officials 
from the £billion race relations 
industry to tell us that.”
